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RCMP shocked at 
“shaken baby” 
case 


“These are horrific charges,” 
said Cpl. Conal Archer, Didsbury 
RCMP "It was brought to our at¬ 
tention on Oct. 16th, and after a 
three week investigation, the 
charges were laid.” 

Vachon is charged with crimi¬ 
nal negligence causing bodily 
harm, failing to provide the neces¬ 
sities of life, and aggravated as¬ 
sault. 

The child is still undergoing 
medical care, and has been re¬ 
moved from her home. 

The alleged assault occurred 
over a period of time, according 
to the RCMR it occurred between 
Oct. 1st and 16th at the child’s 
home in Didsbury. 

Shaken baby syndrome is the 
term used to describe the injuries 
babies sustain when they are 
shaken violently by the torso, forc¬ 
ing the head to whip back and 
forth. The force of the shaking cjui 
shear blood vessels in the brain 
and eyes, causing long-term dam¬ 
age. 

Vachon is scheduled to appear 
in the Didsbury Provincial Court 
House on Elec. 8th to enter his plea 
to the charges.

The Didsbury RCMP is still 
shocked after laying charges 
against a 21-year-old John 
Vachon, who allegedly as¬ 
saulted a 17 month old girl, 
leaving her with severe and 
possibly permanent injuries. 

Vachon, from Didsbury. was 
charged after the toddler was 
taken to the local hospital, the 
Olds hospital, then finally 
transferred to the Children's 
Hospital in Calgary where they 
realized something was wrong. 

“They examined the baby 
and they felt the child had been 
assaulted,” said Conal Archer. 
“They contacted us immedi¬ 
ately.” 

Vachon was the caregiver of 
the child, and is being charged 
for allegedly shaking the tod¬ 
dler. 

"They have a certain expertise 
at the Children’s Hospital, they 
know what to look for in these 
situations,” said Sgt. Tonn, 
Didsbury RCMP 

The toddler can not be named 
at this time.

The Alberta Court of Appeal 
quashed AAA Cattle Company’s 
approval to operate a confined feed- 
ing operation, east of Didsbury, 
Nov. 8. 

This decision has set a new 
precedent, as it is the first court 
challenge of AO PA (Agriculture 
Operations Practices Act). 

In March of 2003, the AAA 
Cattle Company was granted 
NRCB approval to expand from 
its 2.500 head feed lot operation 
to 18,200 head. 

The Committee for I»ne Pine, 
a group of 40 concerned land own¬ 


ers and neighbours, has been fight¬ 
ing the NRCB decision because of 
its concern that the operation is 
putting too much stress on area 
sources of ground water mid that 
the operation could contaminate 
ground water supplies if the 
ground is not properly engineered. 

Throe justices hearing the ap¬ 
peal sided with the Committee for 
Lone Pine, stating that the NRCB 
did not follow its own legislation 
when granting the approval. 

“It (NRCBI made errors in 
law,” said Murray Marsh, chair¬ 
man for the Committee for Dine 
Pine. 

Marsh said, from here, it will 


be up to AAA Cattle Company to 
comply with current and the 
NRCB legislation. 

“AAA will have to apply again 
to NRCB to keep their operation 
at 18,2(X). 

They will be forced to do the soil 
science to prove the whole facility 
meets the new standards,” said 
Marsh. 

"We wen 1 pretty elated,” hi' said, 
after the hearing. “We suspected 
it was going to go our way.” 

Simon Cobban, AAA Cattle 
Company, wasn't present for the 
hearing and hasn't had the oppor¬ 
tunity to review the Alberta Court 
of Appeal decision. 


“Technically the only aspect of 
our approval that the Appeal 
Court was detiling with was the 
grandfathering of our existing 
facility, not the approval for the 
expansion. It depends on what the 
actual decision says, and that 
isn’t what I have. 

Cobban explained the AOPA 
(Agriculture Operations Prac¬ 
tices Act) ;m act the NRCB gov¬ 
erns, set new grandfathering rules 
this spring. 

“Under those new rules 
the NRCB decision (granted 
in March of 2003) would be 
correct,” said Cobban. 

Marsh said their commit¬ 


tee’s work is not done yet. 
The committee will lobby Al¬ 
berta Justice to discuss 
intervener funding (funds for 
affected parties to represent 
their interests). 

"Hopefully this will be leg¬ 
islated, making these funds 
available to the NRCB. From 
our point of view we still have 
large legal costs we will have 
to pay, without this assist¬ 
ance.” 

Presently the Committee 
for Lone Pine has spent ap¬ 
proximately $85,000 to hire a 
lawyer, a hydrogeologist and 
a soil engineer._

Citizens reported drunk driver

A Sundre man stopped by 
police after citizens reported 
an erratic driver has been 
convicted of drunk driving. 

Adam Wayne Davidson, 
19, pleaded guilty on Nov. 8 
to a charge of driving with 
a blood alcohol level greater 
than 80 mg per cent. 

The accused was driving 
near Sundre at about 4 a.m. 
on Aug. 14 when police 
pulled him over, court 
heard. 

His blood alcohol level 
was 190 mg per cent, or 
more than two times the le¬ 
gal limit. 

"1 made a big mistake,” 
Davidson told Judge 
Meagher. 

The judge fined Davidson 
$805 and prohibited him 
from driving for one year. 

Undercover policeman 
spotted drunk driver 

A Calgary man stopped af¬ 
ter an undercover RCMP of¬ 
ficer noticed him driving er¬ 
ratically in Olds has been 
convicted of drunk driving. 

Tyler Don Webb, 23, 
pleaded guilty Nov. 8 to a 
charge of driving with a 
blood alcohol level greater 
than 80 mg per cent. He was 
scheduled to be tried on the 
matter, but changed his 
plea. 

The accused was driving 
in an alley in Olds at about 
3 a.m. on July 11 when the 
officer spotted him, court 
heard. 

The accused’s blood alco¬ 
hol level was determined to 
be 150 mg per cent. 

Judge Meagher fined him 
$805 and prohibited him 
from driving for one year. 

Youth refused not to 
drink 

A 17-year-old Didsbury 
youth who refused to obey a 
court order not to drink liq¬ 
uor has been ordered to com¬ 
plete 60 hours of community 


service. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named, was convicted of as¬ 
sault in June. One of the 
conditions of his sentence 
was that he not drink. 

He pleaded guilty on Nov. 
8 to two charges of failing 
to comply. 

On Aug. 4 Didsbury 
RCMP were called to re¬ 
spond to a noise complaint 
in a park area in the town. 
When they arrived the offic¬ 
ers found a number of 
youths, including the ac¬ 
cused, who was drunk at the 
time, court heard. 

On Sept. 24, police were 
called to the same location 
where they again found the 
accused, again drunk. 

The accused’s defence law¬ 
yer told the judge the ac¬ 
cused was drinking on both 
occasions because he had, in 
both cases, just broken up 
with the same girlfriend. 

The defence recommended 


the accused be fined. 

“Maybe I didn’t make the 
right decision when dealing 
with stress,” the accused 
told Judge Meagher. 

The judge rejected the call 
for a fine, saying extensive 
community service would 
better teach the accused a 
lesson about court orders. 

“Maybe that will give you 
the message,” the judge said. 

He ordered the accused to 
complete the 60 hours of 
community service by May 
30. 

Following the judge’s rul¬ 
ing, the accused began 
shouting his unhappiness 
with the verdict. An RUMP 
in attendance on another 
matter quickly intervened, 
bringing the disturbance to 
a prompt end.

Five of the seven MLA can¬ 
didates who are vying for your 
vote, made an appearance at 
one of the only political forums 
held last Wednesday at Olds 
College’s Alumni Centre, No¬ 
vember 10. 

Candidates one by one stood 
up and gave reasons why they 
felt they would be the best 
choice for MLA and tried to 
fully educate those in attend¬ 
ance, in a very minimal time, 
on their parties, their beliefs, 
and why they felt they should 
receive your vote. 

Some of the main topics of 
debate were the education sys¬ 
tem, mainly the cost of tuition 
as well as the public health care 
system and each party’s goals 
if they were elected to the leg¬ 
islature. 

The first candidate to get up 
and state her case was Sarah 
Henckel-Sutmoller of the Al¬ 
berta Green Party, who ex¬ 
plained that her party is not 
only a Provincial body but ac¬ 
tually a globally recognized 
party who has had much suc¬ 
cess in other parts of the world. 

“We all, globally, agree on the 
same basic principals,” 
Henckel-Sutmoller explained. 

Some of the items which 
Henckel-Sutmoller spoke of at 
last week’s forum was having a 
public health care system, but 
also explained that there needs 
to be some part done by 
Albertans to live a healthy life¬ 
style themselves to reduce 
health risks and problems. 

Henckel-Sutmoller reached 
out to all of the beef producers 
in the crowd explaining that 
her party believes in 100 per 
cent testing for the BSE dis¬ 
ease. 

“As far as energy is con¬ 
cerned, we support all energy 
with the exception of nuclear,” 
Henckel-Sutmoller said. 

Henckel-Sutmoller also 
touched on a number of other 
topics such as education, such 
as rising tuition costs. 

“Even if just one of you lis¬ 
tened to what I had to say to¬ 
night, that is enough for me,” 
she said. “I may seem like I am 
a dreamer — but I hope one day 
you will join me.” 

Brian Vasseur who is run¬ 
ning for MLA under the Sepa¬ 
ration Party of Alberta says 
that he believes now is the time 
to separate from the confedera¬ 
tion of Canada. 

“Separation is the only al¬ 
ternative — bandages are no 
longer acceptable,” Vasseur 
said. 

Vasseur touched on many of 
the same topics as the other four 
candidates, such as health care 
and education. 

“We believe that the money 
should follow the student and 
the patient,” he explained. 
Vasseur says that by this he 
means that Albertans should 
have a choice on where they 
want to be educated or where 
they receive their health treat¬ 
ment and that hospitals and 
schools should only be paid per 
person, and not receive lump 
sums like health regions in Al¬

berta currently do. 

“That will require them to 
compete for your business and 
treat you more like a customer 
which will ultimately make a 
better system.” 

Vasseur’s party believes that 
Albertans who receive their 
post-secondary studies in the 
Province should receive inter¬ 
est free student loans and if 
they choose to remain working 
in the Province for five years 
following graduating their 
loans will be forgiven com¬ 
pletely. 

Vassuer is hopeful that one 
day his party will form the gov¬ 
ernment and that the Province 
will separate to become an in¬ 
dependent, ‘strong’ nation. 

“I am confident that we can 
make the Province of Alberta 
a ‘country’ to be proud of,” he 
said. 

Tony Vonsech who has 
tossed his name under the Lib¬ 
eral Party of Alberta, believes 
that it’s time for change in the 
Province and the time for 
change is now. 

“I am of the people for the 
people in the confederation of 
Canada,” he said. 

Vonsech believes that the 
Province needs to invest back 
into the health care and edu¬ 
cation systems and give back 
to the people. 

One of these examples is 
that he believes seniors in the 
Province should receive free 
health care and there needs to 
be a re-vamp to improve their 
benefits, he says. 

“We need a large vision in 


this Province,” he said. 

Vonsech says he also believes 
in the testing of all live cattle 
and that the Province should be 
working on building more 
slaughter houses in the Prov¬ 
ince. 

Vonsech also believes that 
there should be fixed election 
dates, every four years so 
Albertans can know when to 
expect an election. 

“Life is too short to wait. 
The time is now. Stand up and 
be heard and let us fight the 
fight together,” Vonsech con¬ 
cluded. 

Alberta Alliance candidate, 
Gordon Quantz started off his 
speech explaining that he sees 
forums as a place to exchange 
ideas and hopes that even if his 
party isn’t successful in the lo¬ 
cal riding that some of their 
ideas will be implemented. 

“This is not a battle of peo¬ 
ple — this is a battle of ideas,” 
he said. 

The first thing which the 
Alliance Party would do if they 
were elected the governing 
party, Quantz says, would be to 
implement an aide package for 
Alberta Ranchers. 

If elected the Alberta Alliance 
would provide $400 per calf to 
Alberta producers to help them 
through the struggling times, 
since the hit of BSE two years 
ago. 

Quantz would also encour¬ 
age the fast-tracking of Alberta 
slaughterhouses to be built and 
would like to see these facilities 
get up and running as fast as 
possible so they can put through 


2,500 head of cattle daily. 

Despite the Alliance being a 
conservative type government, 
Quantz believes that his party 
is a better alternative over the 
current Conservative govern¬ 
ment. 

“We believe we need a govern¬ 
ment that is more accountable 
and more for the people. On 
November 22 please show me 
your support by electing me,” 
Quantz concluded. 

Current Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills incumbent MLA Ri¬ 
chard Marz was last to speak, 
but spoke of his successful 
record and is hoping to earn his 
seat back for the third consecu¬ 
tive time. 

Marz explained that when the 
Klein government took office 
back in 1993 that the Province 
was $22.7 billion in debt and in 
just over 10 years that debt has 
been cut, which he gives most 
of the credit to this party. 

Marz also spoke of how he 
believes his government has in¬ 
creased spending in two of the 
most important areas. 

“We have re-invested in health 
care which was at $4 billion and 
now it’s at over $9 billion.” 

Some of the additions which 
his government has done, Marz 
says, is to add more MRI ma¬ 
chines from two machines to 21 
now available throughout the 
Province, and locally there has 
been a dialysis unit placed in the 
Olds hospital which has allowed 
locals to now receive treatment 
locally, rather than having to go 
to a larger urban centre. 

Despite much of the criticism 


from other parties about the lack 
of funding in education, Marz 
says that Albertans should be 
proud of the system they have. 

“We are rated as having the 
best education system in the 
world. We have had other coun¬ 
tries come over and study our 
system,” Marz said. 

Marz says that his govern¬ 
ment recently implemented a 
program to reduce class room 
sizes over the next three years. 

After candidates gave their 
speeches the floor was opened to 
questions, many of which related 
around education, energy costs, 
and health care. 

One question which came for¬ 
ward from an Olds College stu¬ 
dent was tuition. The student 
questioned Marz on why tuition 
is so high in the Province and 
what his plans are, if re-elected, 
to reduce this. 

Marz says that the Govern¬ 
ment currently has a 30 per cent 
cap on tuition, and that his gov¬ 
ernment does not allow stu¬ 
dents to borrow any more than 
$5,000 per year in student loans. 

Marz also says that he be¬ 
lieves that students should be 
somewhat responsible for pay¬ 
ing for a portion of their own 
education and says that Alberta 
taxpayers pick up about 75 per 
cent of the education costs for 
post secondary students. 

All of the candidates were 
given a chance to wrap up 
their presentations with clos¬ 
ing speeches and were then 
given an opportunity to speak 
one on one with those in at¬ 
tendance.

I do not support the new ad¬ 
ministration building and here 
are some reasons why! 

I lost a ten dollar bet to Kathy 
Blain after the motion was 
passed to proceed and my vision 
of a re-aligned county hit the 
trash can! 

I believed and many rate¬ 
payers agreed, that, four divi¬ 
sions with full time elected 
councillors and a reeve, elected 
by the rate payers, working 
from small offices in four divi¬ 
sions would serve the taxpay¬ 
ers more efficiently. 

The old building would have 
served as a data base and house 
a few departments that are not 
portable. 

Ratepayers, away from the 
central core, Bearberry, Water 
Valley etc., would have had ac¬ 
cess to information much more 
readily through these small re¬ 
gional offices, because, electronic 
communications is instant re¬ 
gardless of where it is accessed 
from. These small offices could 
have housed one secretarial em¬ 
ployee (from the present pool), 
the full time Councillor and a 
small local public works opera¬ 
tion. 

Furthermore, the harmony 
and development programmes 
between urban municipalities 
and the county would be dealt 
much more easily if they were 
planning and developing within 
common borders. 

Olds, Didsbury/Carstairs, 
Cremona/Water Valley and 
Sundre would be included in 
each new division. But, they 
would stand alone as independ¬ 
ent municipalities with their 
own separate operations.

I doubt very much that I will 
attend the ribbon cutting cer¬ 
emony for the new building. It I 
do, it will be because my stub¬ 
born and logical reasoning was 
knocked out of me along the 
way. But, I also doubt that too!

The Red Deer Rebels are 
coming to Didsbury to talk 
to your kids about drugs. 

“Every detachment has a 
task to have a youth strat¬ 
egy or plan at their unit,” 
said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. 
Tonn. “In cooperation with 
our schools we agree drugs 
are the biggest problem with 
our youth.

Spraglet loves to be outside and on a nice day she is out from 
early morning until bedtime only checking in occasionally to 
make sure that everything is in order. She will come to the patio 
doors and stretch a paw toward the door knob, someone opens 
the door and she checks her food dish, rubs against your ankles, 
tells us what's new in the world and goes outside again. She hunts 
and several times has brought us mice as gifts. She loves bed 
making and will leap onto the bed and have to be removed from 
each layer of bedding.

I have read that a cat will not enter a space narrow enough 
that it's whiskers touch the walls.

that one of his gotils is to put for¬ 
ward a private members bill to re¬ 
duce or eliminate education prop¬ 
erty tax, which would allow munici¬ 
palities more room to expand on 
their own property taxes.

Scarlet Fever 

There seems to be more thin a 
suspicion that some cases of scarlet 
fever have occurred in town and 
not been reported to the proper au 
thorities by the parents. 

If this is so strict watch should 
be kept of the children and the 
slightest suspicion that such is the 
case should be reported to the Of¬ 
ficer of Public Health. Dr. Evans. 
We know that this is not a very 
nice thing to have to do but it is a 
crime when the health and lives of 
children are jeopardized and heavy 
expenses arc incurred by parents 
because of the dislike of some pco 
pie to be quarantined. For the sake 
of the general public the author! 
ties should investigate such cases 
and if it is found that people arc 
not taking the proper precautions 
they should be made to suffer the 
full penalty of the law. There has 
been only a few cases of this dis¬ 
ease in town since the beginning 
of the year, but there is a strong 
suspicion that what cases have oc¬ 
curred have come from allowing 
children who have had it and not 
been reported to attend school and 
mingle with other children. The 
penalty for this infraction is a $50 
fine or a term in jail.

issory note in order that systematic 
payment be made until the full 
amount of account be cleared. 

It is the sincere wish of the 
Board that all who recognize the 
function of a Hospital within the 
immediate bounds of the community 
co-operate with them to make this 
local institution of successful serv¬ 
ice to the town and neighborhood. 

May 10th. 1922 
Police Court Cases 

Several cases of infractions of 
town by laws were brought up be 
fore court held in the town office 
last Friday. Three of these were in 
connection with business licenses. 
In every case it was pure neglect on 
the past of the defendants to pay 
their license within the prescribed 
time and each were fined, fine and 
costs amounting to $5.50. There was 
also one case up for riding a bicy 
cle on the sidewalks. This is a thing 
which has been of quite common 
occurrence in town and repeated 
warnings have failed to check it. Be 
sides being hard on the sidewalks 
there is always the chance of bodily 
injury to someone and cases of this 
kind will be checked up more 
closely in future. A fine and costs 
amounting to $3.50 were charged in 
this case.

Mayor Chambers again sits at 
the head of the Council. He finally 
consented to let his name stand for 
election and as was expected no op 
position of any kind developed.

The long drought of eight years 
which has caused those who like a 
glass of foaming beer, without mak 
ing a criminal of themselves, to 
hang out their tongues has at last 
been broken and the Rosebud Ho 
tel opened up on Tuesday noon with 


a line of draught and bottled beer. 

Mrs. Harmer. the manager, states 
that the license was telegraphed 
down to them on Tuesday morning 
and the license itself arrived at 
Tuesday noon. 

They are following the same pro 
cedure as in Calgary, selling an 8 
oz. glass of beer for 10 c . 

The Rosebud has complied with 
all the government regulations in 
regard to selling and have fixed up 
a sitting room with tables where the 
old soft drink dispensary was estab 
lished. 

Now that the new order of the 


liquor business has been put into 
force it is a matter of both those 
who indulge and those who dispense 
it to observe the decencies and to 
be careful that they do not over in¬ 
dulge if they wish to preserve their 
liberties in this matter. 

No hard liquors or malt liquors 
of any kind, outside of draught and 
bottled beer, can be obtained at the 
hotel. If anything else is wanted it 
will have to be obtained through the gov¬ 
ernment vendors store either at Calgary or 
Red Deer and then only on a permit. The 
Rosebud is the only place in town that has a 
license.

22-year-old NDP member vying for MLA s chair

For 22-year-old Chris 
Davies he decided to toss his 
name into the political ring 
where he’s vying for the 
MLA’s chair for the Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills con¬ 
stituency because he be¬ 
lieves it’s time that Alberta 
has a strong opposition. 

“We believe we need a 
strong opposition for the 
Klein government,” Davies 
said. “It’s not likely that 
our party will be elected (as 
the official government), so 
we want as many candidates 
in as many areas as possi¬ 
ble so we can provide a 
strong opposition and keep 
the government in check.” 

Davies doesn’t actually 
live in the local riding as he 
is currently residing in Ed¬ 
monton where he is attend¬ 
ing the University of Al¬ 
berta taking the physical 
education program. 

Davies says that if he was 
successful at obtaining the 
MLA’s chair that he would 
be just as dedicated to the 
people of the Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills riding, as any of 
the candidates which live 
within the riding. 

The NDP, Davies says, be¬ 
lieves that it’s time that 
Albertans are given a break 
from all the fees and taxes, 
and one of their plans would 
be to cut the health care pre¬ 
miums which are currently 
charged to all Albertans. 

“I think that we could be 
bringing in more funding 
from oil than we currently 
do and given the surplus we 
have I think there should be 
more funding for health 
care, such as people not hav¬ 
ing to pay premiums and 
some work done to reduce 
waiting times.” 

Davies says that another 
thing his party would push 
for would be that all medi¬ 
cal expenses be covered. For 
example, Davies said he 
broke his foot last year and 
he was required to pay for 
his own costs, as it was not 
covered by Alberta Health 
Care. 

“Looking at the first of 
necessary services or cov¬ 
ered services — the Tory 
government has been terri¬ 
ble for just taking off huge 
parts of the service and mak¬ 
ing them services Albertans 
have to pay for, which isn’t 
rieht,” he added.

wealthy seem more impor¬ 
tant. 

“Tuition should not be 
what it is now,” he said. 
“The average person used to 
be able to work for the sum¬ 
mer and be able to pay off 
most of their debt, plus be 
able to live on that the next 
year. Now, that is just not 
possible. The post-secondary 
system is designed to be like 
a full-time job and many stu¬ 
dents are working two jobs 
outside of that — so essen¬ 
tially if you include school 
it’s like they have three 
jobs.” 

Davies says that this is 
dividing society and allow¬ 
ing certain people not to 
earn themselves an educa¬ 
tion, which isn’t the way it 
should be. 

“Essentially, what this is 


doing is dividing the rich 
and the poor,” he said. 

Davies, when asked why 
people should vote NDP, he 
simply says that the Klein 
government is getting too 
comfortable and they need to 
be reminded they are elected 
by the people and should 
work for the people. 

“Our (current Tory) gov¬ 
ernment really is not serv¬ 
ing it’s people at all and the 
NDP is a party that is look¬ 
ing to actually help the peo¬ 
ple and listen to the people 
and be clear about what we 
are going to do for people. 
There shouldn’t be meetings 
with closed doors and these 
sort of things,” Davies said. 

Davies said if elected he would 
re-locate from Edmonton to the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills riding 
to serve the people better.

QUESTION: Do you feel that there is a kind of "blind¬ 
ness" that can occur when a victim of an affair denies the 
truth? I seemed to experience this when my husband was 
fooling around with my best friend. The affair went on for 
two years before I could acknowledge it to myself. But why 
would I deny the truth? Why do victims "choose" to be blind? 


DR. DOBSON: That psychological process is called de¬ 
nial, and it is designed to protect the mind from an unac¬ 
ceptable thought or reality. Once a person admits to him¬ 
self or herself that a beloved spouse has been unfaithful, 
then he or she is obligated to deal with that circumstance. 
The extremely painful experiences of grief, anxiety and in¬ 
somnia become inevitable once the truth has been faced. 
Furthermore, the injured person fears that a confrontation 
with the unfaithful partner might drive the spouse into the 
arms of the new lover. 

Given these concerns, the person consciously or uncon¬ 
sciously chooses not to notice the affair in the hope that it 
will blow over and be forgotten. Obviously, there is ample 
motivation for a vulnerable person to deny what the eyes 
are seeing. 

When the evidence of unfaithfulness becomes over¬ 
whelming, a man or woman will sometimes "ask" the guilty 
spouse to assist with the denial. This is done by making 
accusations in the hope of being proven wrong. For exam¬ 
ple, a wife will say, "Are you and Donna seeing each other?" 

"No, I've told you a thousand times that nothing is going 
on," he lies. 

"But where were you until 2 o'clock this morning?" 

"I had car trouble. Now will you get off my back?” 

This wife knows her husband's story is phony, but she 
continually asks him to lie to her. And interestingly, she 
does not feel obligated to "blow the whistle" on him until 
he admits his involvement ... which may never happen. 
These tacit agreements help her maintain the illusion that 
all is well, and provides a permissive environment in which 
the husband can play around. 

Denial has many applications and uses in human expe¬ 
rience. It will permit a woman to ignore a suspicious lump 
in her breast, or the drugs in her son's bedroom, or the debt 
that the family is accumulating. Through this process the 
mind is protected for a time, but it often permits even 
greater disasters to gain a foothold in our lives.

DR. DOBSON: Depression occurs in both sexes but is 
less frequent in men. It is also more crisis-oriented. In other 
words, men get depressed over specific problems, such as a 
business setback or an illness. Typically, however, they are 
less likely to experience the vague, generalized, almost in¬ 
definable feeling of discouragement that some women en¬ 
counter on a regular basis. Even a cloudy day may be 
enough to bring on a physical and emotional slowdown, 
known as the blahs, for those who are particularly vulner¬ 
able to depression. That kind of emotional fluctuation is 
more common in women.

Anderson backstops Grizzlys to a pair of 

victories 


It was a frustrating week¬ 
end for the Airdrie Rocky 
Mountain Lightning in Ru¬ 
ral Alberta Midget Hockey 
League AAA action. 

After losing 6-2 to the 
Northeast B.C. and Yukon 
Flyers on Thursday night, 
the Lightning put together 
a stronger effort on Sunday 
but still came out on the 
short end of a 1-0 count. 

Aaron Dell was strong in 
net for the home squad in 
the Sunday game but the 
Lightning could not find a 
way to put the puck behind 
the Flyers netminder despite 
several good scoring oppor¬ 
tunities. 

In the loss on Thursday 
night, Harrison Tribble, 
from Mike Bannister and 
Braiden Burke and Josh 
Robertson, from Carson 
Rowat and Burke had the 
goals for the Lightning.

Veteran netminder. Cole 
Anderson, was brilliant be¬ 
tween the pipes in backstopping 
the Grizzlys to two important 
victories in Alberta Junior 
Hockey League action last 
week. 

At the Max Bell Arena in 
Calgary on Nov. 8 Anderson 
stole a victory from the 
Canucks as the Grizzlys skated 
to a 3-1 win. 

In facing fifty shots, 
Anderson was brilliant in turn¬ 
ing aside a barrage of Canucks' 
glorious scoring opportunity. 

He was in the zone through¬ 
out the entire contest taking 
away several Canucks' scoring 
opportunities with unbelievable 
saves. With the Canucks storm¬ 
ing the crease all night long, 
Anderson was faced with screen 
shots, tipped pucks and 
goaltender interference. Yet, he 
remained calm, cool and col¬ 
lected remaining focused during 
the game. He flirted with a shut¬ 
out for fifty two minutes before 
giving up a power play goal to 
Alex Mandolidis. 

On a goal by Craig Parks, 
the Grizzlys held a 2-0 lead af¬ 
ter the first period. In the mid¬ 


dle frame, Dustin Moore gave 
the Grizzlys a 2-0 margin after 
forty minutes of play. 

After Mandolidis's goal, the 
momentum switched to the 
Canucks and the Grizzlys were 
pressured every time they 
touched the puck resulting in 
several turnovers favoring the 
Calgary squad. With Canucks' 
netminder Alessandro Lupo sit¬ 
ting on the bench for an extra 
attacker, Jeff Smyth netted an 
empty net goal to close-out the 
scoring. 

Although Lupo faced just 
twenty-five shots, he was called 
upon to make some outstand¬ 
ing saves to keep the Canucks' 
chances alive. 

"We weren't even in this game 
but we managed to salvage two 
points," said Grizzlys Head 
Coach/GM, Brett Cox. 

"The difference in this game 
was the goaltending, Cole 
(Anderson) was simply out¬ 
standing," Cox added noting 
the goaltending has been strong 
all year. 

Travelling north to Camrose 
on Nov. 12, the Grizzlys faced 
the number one ranked Junior 
A hockey team in Canada, the 
Camrose Kodiaks. Prior to the 
contest, the Kodiaks were com¬ 


ing off only their second loss of 
the year, a 3-1 victory by the 
Drayton Thunder, which made 
the Grizzlys chances of secur¬ 
ing a win slim to none. How¬ 
ever, the young guns were up 
to the task and when they 
boarded the bus for the trip 
back to Olds, jubilation was 
abundant as they had just won 
the "Battle of the Bears" by a 3- 
2 score. 

Once again, largely due to a 
slow start to the game by the 
Grizzlys, Anderson was called 
upon to make stop after stop 
in the first period and he was 
the main reason the Grizzlys 
skated into the first intermis¬ 
sion in a scoreless game. 

Before the Grizzlys could get 
on the board, on a goal by 
Dustin Moore, the Kodiaks had 
opened up a two goal cushion 
on goals by Shane Olsen and 
Logan Gorsalitz, taking a 2-1 
lead into the second period 
break. 

In the early going in the fi¬ 
nal period, the Kodiaks held the 
upper hand firing shot after 
shot at Anderson but were not 
able to blink the red light. Mid 
way through the period, Jeff 
Smyth fired a power play goal 
to deadlock the score at 2-2. 


With 6:28 left in the game, vet¬ 
eran Tyler Grover netted the 
winning goal. 

Looking at the scoreboard, 
one would think it was a fairly 
even game on the ice but in re¬ 
ality the Kodiaks dominated 
the game forcing Anderson to 
make forty-nine saves with the 
Grizzlys directing just seven¬ 
teen shots at Kodiaks’ 
netminder Kirk Irving. 

"We were out shot badly in 
this game yet we managed to 
win," said Cox. 

"I don't think we had our first 
shot on net until late in the first 
period," he said. 

'It wasn't a pretty win but well 
keep the two points anyways,” 
Cox noted. 

In their only home game of the 
week at the Olds Sportsplex on Sat. 
Nov. 13, the Canucks finally dented 
the Grizzlys' armour as they scored 
a 4-2 victory. 

And right from the face-off, the 
Canucks weie the only team pre¬ 
pared to play, as they held a first 
period lead of 1-0 and a 2-0 mar¬ 
gin idler the second period. They 
continued their onslaught of gtxils 
in the third period jumping out to 
a 4-0 lead before the Grizzlys made 
a mark on the scoresheet.
